IjL’E hope the people who are working uut ways of 
"" meeting Canada’9 dollar problem know about 
two monkeys down in the United States. 

These two monkeys were put by a researcher in 
separate cages side by side. In each cage was a coin- 
operated vending machine. Ond coin dropped in the 
correct slot produced food; another type of coin in 
its proper slot produced water. Before long the 
monkeys got the setup figured out, learned to use 
the right coin for water, the right one for food.

The baby crop in Canada wagin' 
good one last year, J ^4otal- tnrth 
reaching 325,805, an increase of 
f.7,076 over the “production fig¬ 
ures” of the previous year. The 
birth rate was 26.5 per 1000 popu- 
lat on, highest level since early- in 
the century. 

Marriages in 1946 in Canada to¬ 
talled 134,078, an increase of 26,- 
047 over the number in 1945. 

Prior to the war the vital statis¬ 
tics ihdi ated a downward trend in 
births in Canada; also in most 
other nations of the “western 
w-orld.” 

The British anticipated a static 
condition as between births and 
death within a comparatively few 
years. The French population was 
on the decline. The Scandinavian 
nations were appoaching the same 
state! 

On the other hand Russia’s 
birthrate was on the increase. 
China and India continued to pro¬ 
duce babies in almost countless 
millions. Only a limited food sup¬ 
ply and a high death rate kept 
populations within bounds in the 
latter two nations. 

For centuries mankind made 
comparatively, slow progress in 
self-production. Up until the be¬ 
ginning of the 19th century the 
total population of the world was 
around 900,000,000. Before the end 
of that century it had doubled. 
Now it is probably 214 billions but 
the great impetus of'the 19th cen¬ 
tury .has been slowing down.— 
Prooks Bulletin.

On tha Liie Span of Weed Seeds 

Many weed seeds, .as fanners 
know too well, can remain alive in 
the soil for years. In the literature 
there are many aceurate records of 
weed seeds that have lain in the 
soil for decades, still dormant but 
capable of germination. 

Buried Seed Tests .—In Michigan, 
in 1879, Beal buried in the soil 
several bottles of each of a number 
of different kinds of weed seeds. 
Each ' bottle contained a mixture 
of weed seeds and snijd. At intervals 
of five years one bottle of each kind 
of sefar was dug up and germination 
tests were made with the seeds 
Seeds of Black Mustard were still 
gcrminable, even after 50 years in 
the soil. After a burial |>eriod ol 
iu years, seeds of several other weeds 
including Common Plantain, Purs¬ 
lane, Pigweed, Curled Dock, Chick- 
weed, and Ragweed were still alive. 
These results, and those ofscvefal 
other reliable buried seed tests, show 
that the seeds of many persistent 
weeds retain their ability to germ¬ 
inate for long periods in the soil. It 
is impossible, of course, to control 
such weeds merely by plowing the 
-eeds under, for the weeds will out¬ 
live any practical crop rotation. 

Weed Control. — Remarkable 
progress has been made in recent 
years, in the control of weeds by 
chemical means.’ Line Elevators 
Farm.Service believes that prairie 
farmers are among those who stand 
to benefit greatly by the proper use 
of 2,4-D and other’ new weed¬ 
killing chemicals. Nevertheless, 
chemicals are not going to provide

Alberta Wheat Pool has an¬ 
nounced a cash distribution of 
$866,000 in excess ^levator earn¬ 
ings. Of this 200,000 will be paid 
in cash patronage dividends to 
member patrons in .the 1946-47 
years. In addition a patronage div¬ 
idend in pool revives will be paid 
amounting to $666,000. # 

Operations of Alberta Pool ele¬ 
vators for the business year end¬ 
ing July 31, 1947; resulted ip a 
net surplus of $1,010,138, R. D. 
Purdy, manager of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, told delegates at¬ 
tending the pool’s annual conven¬ 
tion in the Palliser hotel. 

This financial result, he said, 
was obtained after providing 
$477,948 for depreciation on ele¬ 
vator properties and equipment 
and also $55,598 being interest on 
the 1929 Pool overpayment. 

Total Grain handlings through 
Alberta Pool Elevator facilities 
for the. 1946-47 season reached 
51,947,269 bushels, an increase of 
18,750,000 bushels as compared 
wfth the handlings of the previous 
crop year. The crop of 1946, he 
emphasized was substantially lar¬ 
ger than the crop of 1945. 

The on-’—timr surplus, subject 
to any income tax payable, is 
available for distr bution to mem¬ 
ber patrons of Alberta Pool Ele¬ 
vators in the form of patronage 
dividends either by reserves or 
cash, depending on the decision of 
the delegate body. 

Mr. Plumer predicted that the 
Crows’ Nest Pass leg'slation gov¬ 
erning freight charges on wheat 
frrfm the prairies would be repeal¬ 
ed by the railways and higher 
rates would be asked on grain. He 
felt the presemt application for in¬ 
creased fre'ght rates “woulc^ no 
doubt include grain." 

Strong protest against the aban¬ 
donment of the quota system of 
railway cars this year was made 
by Uri Powell of Sexsmith. wla> 
said it had resulted in discrimina¬ 
tion against Northern Alberta.

Prices of many, foodstuffs 
across Canada had jumped-from 
30% to 100%. This was the reason 
the government re-imposed price 
ceilings on canned fruits and vege¬ 
tables and other products. 

A Toronto survey showed that 
prices of general canned goods 
stood an average of 100 per cent 
higher than a year' ago. Canned 
twnatoes, for instance, are selling 
in Toronto at 27 cents a can as 
against 14 cents a year ago and 
certain brands of canned peas 
which sold a year ago at 18 cents 
now go on the shelves at 23 cents. 
Canned com has gone front 14 
cents to 21 cents. 

Winnipeg .reported that in the 
previous week turnips jumped $1 
a bushel to sell at $2.75 and cab¬ 
bages climbed $1.50 a hundred¬ 
weight. Ontario celery which had 
sold previously at $2.75 to $3 a 
crate went oh sale on the bg mar¬ 
kets at $4.60 to $4.76. The advance 
on 60-pound bags of washed car¬ 
rots in Montreal was from $l.lft to 
61.25 to $2.15 to $2.50.

The petitioning letter says in 


part: 

“In order to relieve the conges¬ 
tion on our livestock markets, 
in Supinsaj si ipq-A 
t'uced prices to our producers, we 
urge the immediate granting of 
export permits on cattle and sheep 
to the United States. 

"It must now be abundantly ap¬ 
parent to all concerned that agri¬ 
cultural production particularly as 
related to livestock and thpir pro¬ 
ducts, is very sensitive to economic 
changes. For example, a sharp rise 
in the price of feed grains such as 
we have recently experienced will 
immediately result in rapid liqui¬ 
dation of hogs (including breed¬ 
ing stock) and will also result in 
much less finishing of beef and 
mutton in bams and feedlots 
throughout Canada, It will also 
result in rapid liquidation of these 
classes of livestock. If, therefore, 
the Canadian government is sin¬ 
cere in its desire to obtain fairly 
large quantities of animal pro¬ 
ducts for export to Britain it must 
take some appropriate action to 
overcome the economic disparities 
which are destroying «ne produc¬ 
tion of livestock or face the alter¬ 
native of being unable to fulfill 
its undertakings. 

Ma'ntain Prices 

“On the other hand, the evport 
to the U.S . of a small surplus dur- 
ing the period of heavy marketing 
Would have the effect of maintain¬ 
ing prices at a level that would 
encourage continued production. 

“Nor does it add any to the hap¬ 
piness of the livestock producer to 
see the packing industry pile up 
huge profits in the fall season at 
his expense. Especially when he 
feels that there is good anil suffic¬ 
ient reason to believe that the big 
companies have a pretty good un¬ 
derstanding on the question of pri¬ 
ces when the runs are heavy.

TTAfi «—bushe l on this year’s crop, 
once parliament passesTTegistation 
boosting the initial price to $1.55 
a bushel. The legislation is prom¬ 
ised early in the session opening 
Dec. 6. 

The payments will be provided 
like this: 

1— On participation certificates 
of 18 cents a bushel on 1944 crop. 

2— Twenty cents a bushel on all 
wheat delivered at the $1.35 rate 
HI 1945, 1946 and 1947, to bring 
those rates up to $1.55. 

3— Roughly $16,000,000 to farm¬ 
ers in the 3,000 townships who 
suffered, crop failures or partial 
failures, paid out of the prairie 
farms assistance pool.
